Bu r for the better underſtanding the Nature and 
Deſigns of this Society, it is thought convenient to 
premiſe a ſhort Narrative of its Riſe and Progreſs. 
It was about the latter End of the Year 1698, 
when a few Gentlemen formed: themſelves into a 2 
luntary Society: and as ſuch, they with Unanimity 
and Zeal went on together in promoting the real and 
practical Knowledge of true Religion, by ſuch Me-

anſwer the true Purpoſes for which they were erect- 
ed, the Society have not been wanting (in their Corre- 
ſpondence with ſuch of their Members as have been 
concern'd in the Support and Management thereof) 

to recommend at all Times that, together with Reli- 
gious and Uſeful Inſtruction, Care ſhould be taken, 
and all proper Means uſed: to inure the Children of 
the Poor to Induſtry and Labour, that ſo they may

become good Chriſtians, loyal and uſeful Subje 
and be willing, as well as fit to be employ'd, not on- 
ly in Trades or Services, but alſo in Huſbandry, Navi- 
gation, or any other Buſineſs that ſhall be thought 
of moſt Uſe and Benefit to the Publick. With theſe 
Views the Society printed and diſperſed ſuch a Sec 
of Rules for the good Order and Government of 
theſe Schools as had been „ eee of by the Arch- 
biſhops and Biſhops, who directed that the ſame 
ſhould be obſerved within their reſpective Dioceſes. 
But what Care they have taken, and what they have 
done in theſe Particulars, will appear from Ne II. in 
the Appendix.

of Religious Tratts: and accordingly they have, by 
the Aſſiſtance of their Members, diſperſed an in- 
credible Number of them, in ſuch a Manner as 
they have Reaſon to hope has tended to the great 
Increaſe of the Knowledge and Practice of our holy 
Religion. Theſe Books and Tracts (of which there 
is a Catalogue in the Appendix, No III.) are to be had 
by their own Members on the Terms there ſet down.

and they have hitherto been enabled, by their own 
Annual Subſcriptions, and the Legacies or other ca- 
ſual Benefactions of well diſpoſed Perſons, to raiſe a 
Fund ſufficient to carry them on ſucceſsfully from 
year to year at a very conſiderable Expence : and 
they ſtill rruſt to the Bleſſing of GOD, and the

IN the Beginning of the Year 1732, the Society, 
when they heard the melancholy Account of the 
Sufferings of the Proteſtants in Saltzburg, having 
ficſt obtained His Majeſty's Leave, reſolved upon do-

for their perſecuted Brethren. To this End, in Ec reter- 
June the ſame Year, they publiſhed An Account of 
the Sufferings of the perſecuted Proteſtants in the 


Archbiſhoprick of Saltzburg, &c. and afterwards pub- 
liſhed A further Account of their Sufferings, &c. 
with an Extract of the Journals of M. Von Reck, 
the Commiſſary of the firſt Tranſport of Saltzburgers 
to Georgia, and of the Miniſters that accompanied 
them thither, 1733. Theſe Accounts, being enforced 
by the generous Example of many Noble and Ho- 


nourable Perſons, as alſo by liberal Contributions, 


and earneſt Exhortations from the Right Reverend 
the Biſhops, and their Clergy, had, through Gop's 
Bleſſing, ſo good an Eftect upon the Minds of cha- 
ritable and well diſpoſed Chriſtians of every Rank

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and Denomination, that the Society, beſides making 
many large Remittances to Germany, were ena- 
bled to ſend over to the Engliſh Colony in Georgia 
in the Years 1733, 1734, 1735, and 1741, Four 
Tranſports, conſiſting of more than two Hundred 
Proteſtant Emigrants, chiefly Saltæburgers; who, 


with two Miſſionaries and a Schoolmaſter, ſet- 


tled by themſelves at Ebenezer upon ſuch Lands as 
were aſſigned to them by the Truſtees for Eſtabliſh- 
ing the ſaid Colony. 

Tux great Expence of theſe Tranſports, and the 
many extraordinary Charges that were neceſſary 
for the Support and Encouragement of this Infant 
Settlement, together with 100 J. a Year as a Salary 


for their Two Miſſionaries and Schoolmaſter, had 


ſo far reduced the Charities betonging to this Branch 
of the SocttTY's Deſigns, that they had nothing 
left to anſwer any future Wants and Contingen- 
cles, excepting 2500 J. New South Sea Annuities, 
which had been purchaſed as a ſtanding Fund for 
paying the aforeſaid Annual Salary to the Miſſiona- 
ries and Schoolmaſter, But the lowering of public 
Intereſt fo affected the Society, that they knew not 
how to make good this Annual Salary to the Mit- 
ſionaries and Schoolmaſter, towards which they con- 
tinued to receive little or no Aſſiſtance. Being de- 
firous, however, that this good Work ſhould not fail 
for want of Support, they, out of the Money raiſed 
by the Annual Subſcriptions of their Members and 
other Benefactions, purchaſed £ 833 : 6 : 8 New 
South Sea Annuities to be added to that Fund; 
truſting that the good Providence of Gop, which 
hath hitherto wonderfully bleſſed all their Endea-

vours, will raiſe them up Benefactors to ſupply what 

may on this Account be wanting towards the ſeveral 
Branches of their char itable Deſigns. 
IN the Year 1743, the Society undertook a Propeſil fo 
new Edition of the Bible in the Welch Language, 8 
with the Common Prayer, and P/alms in Metre : the cb 
and finiſhed it in 1748, by an Imprefſion of Fifteen Language. 
Thouſand Copies, which they diſperſed in the moit 1743: 
prudent, uſeful and extenſive Manner they could. 

But ſuch was the Zeal and Thirſt of good Chriſtians 
throughout Wales for having the Holy Scriptures in 

that Language, wherein alone they could poſſibly 

read them; that this Impreſſion (large as it was) 

felt exceedingly ſhort of the univerſal Demand that 

was made for it. For which Reaſon the Society, 


from a compaſſionate and Chriſtian Regard to their 


Wants, put into the Preſs another Edition of the. 1752, 
Bible, conſiſting of the ſame Number of Copies; 
as likewiſe of Five Thouſand New Teftaments, and 
as many Common Prayer Books in the ſame Language. 
This ſecond Edition alſo was, by the Bleſſing of Gop, 
happily finiſhed, and diſtributed ; ſince which Time 
the Society, at the earneſt Deſire of the Natives of Wales, 1 768. 
have undertaken a Third Edition of the Old and the 
New Teſtaments, in a large Octavo Size, with the 
Marginal References; and Twenty Thouſand Copies 
have been printed, with a larger Letter than that 
which was uſed in the former Editions. The Charge 
of this Impreſſion was ſo great, that the Society, be- 
ſides ſinking all the Fund which they had in hand 
towards that Deſign, incurred a Debt of above Two 
Thouſand Pounds: And though the latter is at pre- 
ſent diſcharged, it is expected however, that all Per- 
tons who apply for Books will be punctual and expe-

"HE Inſtructing of Youth, and Providing for: 

the Poor and Impotent, are ſuch obvious Du- 

ties, that they meet with univerſal Approbation ; 

but the moſt proper Means to attain that good: 
End, are often diſputed. 

Tur Erecting of Charity Schools has moſt cer- 

tainly laid a good Foundation for the firſt ; and the 


late excellent Law relating to Work- Houſes, has put 


it in the Power of every Pariſh in a much better 
Manner to provide for the latter. 

As to the Charity Schools, it muſt needs be ac- 
knowledged, that thoſe excellent Perſons who firſt

And now, that ſuch Schools are eſtabliſhed in moſt 
Parts of the Kingdom, it is much to be wiſhed that 
ſome Means could be contrived to render them ſtill 
more uſeful, and effectually to anſwer the good Pur- 
poſes of their Inſtitution. 

IT is conceived, that if the Children educated in 
Charity Schools were employed in ſome ſuch Buſi- 
neſs as they are capable of, it would be no Hindrance 


to their Learning, and might have a very good Effect, 


by inuring them early to Induſtry; but what that 
Employment ſhould be, and the Manner of conduct- 
ing it, muſt be left to the Managers of the ſeveral 
Schools, who are the beſt Judges of what is moſt 


proper and convenient to be done. 


SUPPOSE England and Wales to contain Ten thouſand

ONE of theſe Expedients is, Ihe putting into their Hands, as Occaſion ſhall 
be found, ſome ſhort and plain TraQs upon Religious Subjects; ſuch as being 
ſhort, they are like to read, or may eaſily procure to be read to'them; and be- 
ing alſo plain, they cannot fail of underſtanding; and moreover, being always 
at hand, and read over often, they will naturally make a deeper Impreſſion upon 
their Minds, than Inſttuctions and Admonitions, either from the Pulpit, or by 
Word of Mouth. | . 

Ir was with this View, that ſeveral Biſhops, Clergymen, and other ſerious 
Perſons among the Laity, did long ſince form themſelves into a Society, for 
printing and diſperſing ſuch practical TraQts in great Numbers. And for the 
diſperſing them more effectually, they have from time to time admitted, and 
continue to admit, ſeveral Perſons in all Parts of the Kingdom, whom they 
call CoRxEsPONDING MEMBERs; and who are intitled to have a Supply d 
them, to be diſpoſed of among ſuch of the neighbouring Clergy or Laity as deſire 
them; the Bound Books, mentioned in their Catalogue, at the prime Coſt in 
Duires, the Society being at the Charge of Binding; and the Stitch'd Books, 
at one half of what is ſet down as the prime Coſt of each; the other half of the 
Charge being born by the ſtanding Subſcriptions of the Members of the So- 
cicty, and by other occaſional Benefactions. And the Privilege of ſending for 
and receiving thoſe Books and ſmall Tracts, on the Terms before mentioned. 
is common to all the CokREsPONDING MEMBERS, as ſuch, whether they be 
SUBSCRIBERS or not; on Account of the Trouble they are content to take in 
anſwering the great Ends of the Society, by conveying their TraQts into many 
Hands, and on the ſame eaſy Terms; without any Advantage to themſelves, 
beſides the Pleaſure of doing Good, "hat 

THr1s Society has ſubſiſted many Years, under the Name of The Society for 
promoting Chriflian "Knowledge. And as, by their Endeavours in that Way, 
great Good has been already done to Religion, ſo much more would probably 
be done, if the Deſign, and their Methods of carrying it on, were more gene- 
rally underſtood and attended to. And becauſe ſome of the Clergy may not 
know that there is ſuch a Society, and many others may be unacquainted with 
the true End and Manner of it ; I defire that thoſe in your Neighbourhood may 
have this Account of it communicated to them, as you have Opportunity, At the 
ſame time it is left to every one's Judgment, how far he has Occafomn within 
his own Cure for ſuch Aſſiſtances as theſe, to co-operate with his own Pa- 
total Labouts. | . 

I Am not without Hope, that when this Method of doing Service to Religion 
is known and conſidered, Perſons who are of Ability, both among the Clergy. 
and Laity, will be diſpoſed to become Subſcribing Members, or occaſional Con- 
tributors; for the better Support of the Society in carrying on the Work, and 
to make the good Effects of it more and more extenſive.

SOME 
ACCOUNT 


Socigrv's Proteſtant Miſſions in the 
Eaſt-Indies, for the Year 1775. 


HE. Sociz Ty, ſince the Publication of the laſt Ac- 
counts, have received, as uſual, ſeveral Letters from 
their Miſſionaries, -- of which the Subſtance is as 
follows. | 


The Reverend Meſſieurs Fabricius and Breithaupt, in a Madras. 


Letter dated the 2 1ſt of Fanuary, 1775, containing the 
State of their Miſſion for the Year preceding, acquaint the 
SOCIETY that, through the Mercy of Gop, they had con- 
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tinued to enjoy their Health, and, together with their Con- 
gregation, had been ſupported under a great Scarcity, which 
had for twelve Months lain heavy on the whole Country, 
and which had been more ſeverely felt by the F Scope 


at Madras than any where elſe, as all kinds of Proviſions. 
are dearer there than on any other Part of the Coaſt. The 
divine Providence however had ſupplied them with a Quan- 
tity. of Grain, ſufficient to impart to the Families of their 
poor Flock till the End of November : And though in the 


latter Monſoon the Want of Rain had again been even 


greater than in the foregoing Year, ſo that a Famine was to 
be feared in that on which they were then entered, they 
ſhould fin were they to doubt the Providence of Go b, who 
has ſaid, I will never leave thee nor forſake thee. 

In the Beginning of the Year 1774 the whole Country 
had been threatened. with the Invaſion of ſo numerous a 
Body of Maraitas as had never before been heard of, which 
had obliged the Miſſionaries (though they themſclves con- 
tinued at Wepery) to provide a Part of the School, and the 
Perſons belonging to it, with a Lodging at Madras for 
three Months. This Invaſion was not in the leaſt expected, 
as the Government of the Marattas in the Year 1773, after 
the Deceaſe of their former General, had devolved upon 
his Son, who was in his Nonage. But this young Man 
had been aſſaſſinated by n his near Re- 


lations, and a Man of a turbulent Spirit, who had no ſooner 


made himſelf Maſter of all the Forces than he gathered an 
innumerable Army, and began to draw towards Madras. 
But, when their Fears were at the height, ſuch a Revolution 
took place among the Maratias, that Raganat- Rom had 
been obliged to retreat, and to deviſe Means for his own 
Safety. 

— for the Buſineſs of the Miſſion, they thank Gov that 
he had given them Strength to continue their Exhortations 
more than once a Week almoſt through the whole Year 
to the Heathens in the Neighbourhood of Wepery: They 
avoided however troubling the SoctzTY with a CIC of 

| * their 
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their Journal, or even with prolix Extracts from it, as the 
Repetition of the ſame Things would be rather titeſome 
and diſagreeable. 3 

With regard to the Effect produced by their D. ſcourſee, 
they muſt indeed content themſelves, for the moſt part, it 
they ſee that the Heathens get ſome , Conviction of the 
Truth and Excellency of the Chriſtian Religion, and either 
freely confeſs it with their Mouths, or ſhow it by their 
Attention and outward Tokens of Eſteem and Reſpect. 
Of this they have frequent Inſtances: One of them tiled 
the Miſſionary his Father, and himſelf his Son; another 
embraced him in his Arms: Some of the Heathens pro- 
miſe to come and converſe further on the Subject of Re- 
ligion, though they ſeldom keep their Word; ſome pub- 
licly applaud the Doctrines which are delivered to them, 
and expreſs to each other the Pleaſure which they receive 
from them, and others beg the Malabar Letter to the 
People of that Country, printed at Madras. 

Beſides theſe Diſcourſes with the Heathens in that Neigh- 
bourhood, the Truths of Chriſtianity had been preached on 
a Journey to Velore, and on another to Sadras. Art Velore 
(which is three Days Diſtance from Madras) ſeveral Per- 
fons had been inſtructed by the Catechiſt Taſanaik, but, 
having been called away by their Work to Araney, could 
not be ſent for from thence on account of Mr Fabricius's 
ſhort Stay at Velore. Some others who were there had not 
been ſufficiently prepared, ſo that only two were received 
by Baptiſm into the Chriſtian Church, Divine Service 
was performed in the Hall of the School-Houſe, where one 
Peter Francis, a pious Engliſhman, keeps School, and 
where ſome well-diſpoſed Perſons of the Garriſon aſſemble 
for their mutual Edification, and where likewiſe the Cate- 
chiſt on Sundays, and once in the Week beſides, gathers 
the few Malabar Chriſtians for public Worſhip. Mr Fa- 
bricius officiated twice in the Tamulian Language, and in- 
ſiſted particularly on the gracious Coming of CHRIST for 
our Redemption, and his tuture Coming to execute Judge- 

ment. 
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ment. He read Prayers likewiſe before a conſiderable 
Congregation of the Engliſb Garriſon, and delivered a Ser- 
mon on the Subject of the fooliſh Virgins; . ſhowing the 
great Danger thoſe are in who delay their Converſion to the 
laſt. After the Sermon he adminiſtered the Sacrament to 
twenty-ſix Perſons, chriſtened ſome Children, and married 
ſome Soldiers, who had previouſly got the Conſent of the 
Commanding Officer. Mr Fabricius likewiſe during his 
Stay at Yelore inſtructed and exhorted ſome Germans and 
 Portugueze, and at Sadras he preached twice, and baptized 
five Children.

For beſides 
thoſe Two Hundred and Eighty Pagodas which for ſeve- 
ral-Years paſt had been annually received from an unknown. 
Benefactor, Mr Manoury, Lieutenant Captain of the Ar- 
tillery, gave them, Avgyſt 21, Twenty Pagodas, to which he 
had added Fifty at the End of the Year: And Mrs Wood, 
a Colonel's Widow, preſented them, October 31, with One 
Hundred Pagodas, and ſent them Fifty more on Chriſtmas . 
Eve. 3 6 
They had in the Courſe of the Vear a friendly Viſit from 
the Reverend Mr Hatieman, and two from the Reverend. 
Mr Swartz ; both of whom ſeveral Times edified the Con- 
gregation with their Sermons. The brotherly Love which 
ſubſiſts between all the Proteſtant Miſſionaries in India is 
a great Bleſſing to them, and ſweetens all the Hardſhips- 
which they undergo. 5 
The Tamulian Book of Pſalms and Hymns having been 
finiſhed, they had begun printing a Tamulian and Engl. ſb. 
Dictionary. 


The Reverend Meſſieurs Hutteman and Gericté, in a Let- Cudulore- 
tes dated the 4th of January, 1775, refer the Socik rv to 
a former one, wherein they had mentioned the great Scarcity 
wherewith Gop had ſeen fit to viſit that Country. This 
Scourge they were in hopes would have ceaſed, at leaſt in 
the Beginning of the Year, as the Harveſt is uſually in the 
three firſt Months: But it had pleaſed the Divine Provi- 
4 | dence to diſappoint their Expectations,” by withholding the - 
latter Rain, and ſending in its ſtead blaſting Winds. The 
Miſery occaſioned hereby amongſt all Sorts of People was 
beyond Expreſſion: Nor could they (the Miſſionaries) be - 
kept from falling into Deſpondency, did they not believe 
in Gop and his Promiſes, who can ſupport them, not by 
Bread alone, but by a ſingle Word proceeding out of his . 
Mouth. They likewiſe lament bitterly the abominable 

1 Ceremonies 
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Ceremonies to which they are forced from Time to Time 
to be Witneſſes, and mention the following Inſtance. In 
the Month of December preceding the Date of their Letter, 
the Heathens made a Clay - Figure of a Proſtitute, and called 
it Kodumpavy, i. e. the great Sinner; giving out that the 
God of Rain was ſo enamoured with a certain Courtezan 
that he had quite forgot his Office. This Figure they car- 
ried through the Streets, loading it with the moſt dreadful 
Imprecations, in order, as they thought, to rouſe the God of 
Rain from his Amours, and to remind him of his Duty. 
The Miſſionaries then proceed to give an Account of 
their Miſſion, and acquaint the Soc1eTy that, in the Courſe 
of the Year 1774, Fifty-two Adult Heathens had been re- 
ceived into the Church by Baptiſm, all of whom before they 
were admitted had been daily inſtructed and examined. 
Of theſe a Man named Paramananden, who in his former 
unconverted State had been very much addicted to Curſing. 
Paſſion, and other Vices, was (as they had the Pleaſure to 
learn not only from his Wife, who was converted with him, 
and who bears a very good Character, but alſo from other 
People) ſo much altered for the better, and had fo far left 
off his former bad Courſes, that they could not refuſe him 
Acceſs to the Sacrament of the Lox v's Supper at Chriſtmas. 
Another whom they had kept in a State of Preparation fer 
upwards of four Months, in order to try the Sincerity of his 
Reſolution (for they dread acting raſhly in ſo momentous a 
Point as that of admitting Heathens into the Church of 
CRIs T) had given ſtrong Proofs of his Uprightneſs and 
Integrity. A Woman, who had for many Years cohabited 
with a Serjeant in the Honourable Company's Service, and 
borne him ſeveral Children, had frequently declared her 
Deſire of being baptized and becoming a Member of the 
Church. But being informed that they could not admit a 
Perſon living in notorious Sin, ſhe had urged the Man to 
marry her, which he willingly did, and had ſince exprefſed 


the Satisfaction he enjoyed through the Alteration which 


had been produced in the Temper of his Wife. 
Thirty- 
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Thirty-ſix Papiſts had likewiſe at their earneſt Requeſt 
beeg received into the Proteſtant Communion. The Errors 
of Popery had been laid before them, and the Truth 
of the Goſpel as it is in J=$vs explained to them for 
ſeveral Weeks. Nothing (the Miſſionaries write) can be 
more deplorable. than the State of the Rom ib Church in 
India: What our Saviour ſays of the Phariſees going about 
to make Proſelytes, and rendering them twofold more the 
Children of Hell, may in general be applied to thoſe Gen- 
tiles who are converted to Popery: Moſt of them are 
worſe than the Heathens; their Ignorance is beyond De- 
ſcription, and their ſenſeleſs Dependence on a mere Opus ope- 
ratum renders them proof againſt Conviction. At the ſame 
Iime their Prieſts and Catechiſts lord it over them with 
the moſt arbitrary Tyranny, When addreſſed by the Miſ- 
ſionarics they uſually object, Why ſhould we come to your 
Church? You neither light Candles, nor have you any 
Images: You make no Shows, but only preach and pray. 
When we go to our Church we are amuſed by the Pa- 
geantry; but yours looks dull, and affords no Delight to 
the Senſes: If we come to you we muſt hear daily your 
Inſtructions, whereas with us it is enough if we receive a 
Roſary and an Image, and learn to croſs ourſelves, with a 
few Forms of Prayer. One of the Thirty-ix Converts 
from Popery mentioned above had given particular Satis- 
faction. Some of her Relations belonging to the Proteſtant 
Church had been the Occaſion of her applying to the Miſ- 
fionaries. During the Time of Preparation ſhe liſtened with 
great Attention to the Word of Gop, and expreſſed the 
Pleaſure ſhe received from the comfortable Doctrines of the 
Goſpel z and ſhe continues to lead an exemplary Life, and 
exhorts thoſe whom ſhe has to deal with to embrace the 
ſame Religion, : | | 

T wenty Infants had been baptized : So that the whole 
Increaſe of the Year 1774 had been One Hundred and 
Eight. 
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Upwards of Forty Children had been inſtructed in the 
School, where one John Pillow, a ſober Lad, who had been 
brought up in it, had been employed as Maſter, in which 
Capacity his Father had ſerved the Miſſion from the Be- 

inning. TIA 
: T 17 had in the Courſe of the Year frequently fent their 
Catechiſts into the Country to preach the Goſpel among the 
Gentiles. In particular Jeſadijan, who was formerly a 
Popiſh Catechiſt, had been to Tanjour in May to ſee his 
Relations, who are bigotted Roman-Catholicks, and had 
frequent Conferences with them and others, arguing againſt 
their Errors from Scripture. When they aſked him the 
Reaſon why he had left their Church, he anſwered them 
that during his Stay amongſt them he had never heard of 
the Bible, but that accidentally meeting with that divine 
Revelation, and comparing the Romiſb Faith with ir, he 
was ſurprized at the Diſagreement ; that reading the Second 
Commandment, he was amazed to find that it prohibited 
in the ſtrongeſt Terms all Image-Worſhip, and that the 
Church of Rome had moſt ſhamefully curtailed it; that 
Mr Swartz had urged upon him his baptiſmal Vow, which 
bound him to ſerve only the Father, Son, and Holy Ghoſt, 

without mentioning the Virgin Mary or any other Saint. 
Mr Gerictè had likewiſe been five Times into the Country 
viſiting the Chriſtians and preaching to the Heathens, In 
the Month of November he was abſent for a Fortnight on a 
Journey to Tirunamaley, twelve Leagues diſtant from Cu- 
dulore, a Place which is famous for a Feaſt celebrated at the 
Full Moon in November, when an enormous Lamp is lighted 
on the Top of a ſteep Hill, to fee which the poor deluded 
Wretches think very meritorious. The Day before they 
walk round the Hill in Proceſſion, waſhing in the Tanks, 
and worſhipping in the Pagodas, of both which there is a 
great Number at the Foot of this Hill. Here Mr Gericke 
w a Multitude of Pandarams and other Prieſts in various 
Attitudes: Some were buried in the Ground, having only 
a Space left to draw Breath z others were ſtanding on their 
Heads

Heads; others dancing about with flaming Torches under 
their Arms; ſome were ſtretched out naked on Thorns ; 
others lay on Ropes faſtened to Trees with Fire under 
them. The Intent of all this was only to move the People 
to Charity, which they implored with the utmoſt Vehe- 
mence. Mr Gerick# found it no difficult Matter to convince 
the Pagans of the Futility of their Worſhip : They con- 
feſſed it in plain Terms; the common People are weary of 
the Burden ; and the Bramins hated and deteſted all over 
the Country, as they are the Farmers employed by the 
Nabob to levy a Tax arbitrarily impoſed on gach Houſe 
at every Feaſt, and in the Execution of their Office are 
guilty of incredible Oppreſſion. 1 


The Reverend Mr Kjernander, in a Letter dated the 3.uſt Calla. 


of December, 1774, after returning Gob Thanks for having 
ble ſſed him with ſo good a State of Health throughout the 
Year that he had not had an Hour's Indiſpoſition, proceeds 
to acquaint the Soi xx that he had continued his Labours. 
as uſual, both in the Exgliſb and Portyugueze Congregations, 
beſides inſtructing thoſe adult Perſons -who had offered 
themſelves for Baptiſm, viſiting the Sick, and taking all 
Opportunities of converſing with-Chriſtians and Heathens.. 
In the Courſe of the Year he had baptized Forty- one 
Perſons ; viz, Fifteen adult Heathens of the Bengal Caſt, 
and Twenty-ſix Children: Six Roman-Catholicks had been 
received into the Proteſtant Church: The Communicants 
in the Enęliſu᷑ Congregation had been Ninety, and in the 
Portugueze Seventy-five. Ten Couples had been married, 
Three of which came from Cbinſura for that Purpoſe z Six 
Perſons had been buried ; among whom was one of the 
Schoolmaſters, Mr James Rodger, who died on the 24th 
of December, and whoſe Place Mr Kiernander was greatly 
at a Loſs how to ſupply. His Salary was Sixty Rupees 
per Month: But as a Man who is but ordinarily qualified 
for a Writer gets One Hundred, nay, ſome Two or Three 
Hundred Rupees, or more, they will not ſo a” 
L 2. 0 
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of a leſs Salary, and labour all Day long in the School. 
Even the Out- Scholars, as ſoon as they are advanced ſo far 
as to be able barely to copy a Letter or an Account cur- 
rent, get immediately from Fifty to Seventy Rupees, and 
ſo in proportion as they become better qualified. As for 
the Charity-Children, they are commonly bound Appren- 
tices to Gentlemen for Four, Five, or Six Years, after 
which Time they are at Liberty to chooſe other Services, 
when they get at leaſt an Hundred, or an Hundred and 
Fifty Rupees per Month. The SociE rv, however, have 
the Pleaſure to learn from a ſubſequent Letter of the 2oth 
of March, 1775, that notwithſtanding the great Difficulty of 
procuring a proper Perſon, Mr Kiernander had at laſt got a 
Man very well qualified, and of a ſtayed Behaviour, one 
Mr Jobn Birch, who was to have a Salary of an Hundred 
Arcot Rupees per Month paid him by the Veſtry: And 
under him are four Aſſiſtants who had been educated in the 
School, and whoſe Salaries, amounting to an Hundred and 
Twenty-five Arcot Rupees per Month, (with which they 
are for the preſent content) are paid by Mr Kiernander. 
Theſe young Men behave well, and are aſſiduous in their 
Duty; and he has the Pleaſure to ſee the School flouriſh, 
and is not without Hopes of a Bleſſing on theſe his En- 
deavours. | BREE | 

Beſides the Twenty Charity-Children, Sixty-eight Out- 
Scholars had been inſtructed, Four of whom had been en- 
tirely maintained, and Three had paid for their Schooling: 
The Remainder had received their Education, and had been 
furniſhed with Books, &c. gratis, through the Indulgence 
of the SocieTY ; and Mr K:ernander having defired a large 
annual Supply of Bibles, Common-Prayer-Books, Spelling- 
Books, &c. for their Uſe, the SocitTyY had readily complied 
with his Requeſt. 

The Reverend Mr Bento de Souza, though labouring, 
under a continued ill State of Health, had not been back- 
ward in diſcharging his Duty to the beſt of his Ability 
and the Reverend Mr Marcellino Foſeph Ramalbete had 
willingly given his Aſſiſtance, though he had no Salary : 

| | But 
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But having no Hopes of being entertained: in the Service of 
the Miſſion, which he had earneſtly wiſhed, he was under 
a Neceſſity of looking out for ſome ſecular Employment. 
Though very poor, and burdened with many Wants, his 
contented Mind had, by the Grace of Gop, greatly alle- 
viated his Diſtreſſes, * 

At the Cloſe of his Letter Mr Kiernander laments that the 
Lok p's Day was not obſerved as it ought to be by the Eu- 
ropean Chriſt ĩans at Calcutta; all public and private Works 
being carried on upon the Sunday equally the ſame as on any 

other Day in the Week. Suppoſing that the Law lays no 
'«« reſtraint upon the Heathens in this particular. (tho' the 

« Stranger within thy Gates is included in the Command- 
« ment) yet I cannot ſee, ſays he, why the Europeans, in their 
«« Settlements, ſhould, in this reſpe&, conform to Paganiſm. 
When the former have their Feſtivals they ceaſe from 
« Labour, and obſerve them ſtrictly, and then the latter 
« conſent to ſtop their Works; but on Sundays the Na- 
„tives are allowed to go on with their Labours, which are 
not ſuſpended even during the Time of public Worſhip. 
When L built the Church, the School, &c. I never ſuf- 
„ fered any Work to be done on that Day, and yet, as [ 
“ hired the Labourers by the Month, I always paid them 
„for Seven Days, though they worked only Six: And I 
«* obſerved they did more in the Six Days, by having the 
« Seventh to reſt : When their Feſtivals too did not fall on 
« a Sunday, they would not mind the leſſer ones at all, 
but continue their work as uſual; and on the greater ones, 
« which laſt ſometimes Three or Four Days, would only 
“ abſent themſelves the laſt Afternoon to go to their Feaſt. 
From whence, continues he, I judge it not impracticable 
to bring the Stranger within our Gates to a nearer Con- 
« formity to the Commandment ;. at leaſt there can be no 
«« Reaſon why Chriſtians ſhould break the Divine Injunc- 
* tion in compliment to Heatheniſm z which makes them, 
with their Lozp's Day, appear very contemptible in the 
Eyes of the Pagans: Whereas could the latter once 4 

| we ; : the 
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the Chriſtian Religion practiſed, and good Examples ſet 
them in this and other Reſpects by the Europeans, it 

« would ſoon weaken the ſtrongeſt Objection they have 

© againſt Chriſtianity, and, in Time, make Way for them 

to come in by Flocks.“ 

With regard to Mrs Mary Handel's Legacy, Mr Kier- 
nander, in another Letter dated the 4th of February, 1775, 
acquaints the Socix rv that he had again placed out at Ten 
per Cent the Principal and Intereſt, amounting to Cur- 
rent Rupees, 941 15 3, and that he had received Mr 
Edward Sutton's Legacy of Five Hundred Current (not 
Atcot Rupees, as mentioned in a former Letter) which he 
had likewtſe diſpoſed of in the ſame Manner as the other; 
and the yearly Intereſts upon theſe two Sums he deſigned 
to add to the Principals, and thereby to raiſe a ſmall Fund, 
the Intereft of which, after his Deceaſe, may be applied to 
the neceſſary Wants of the Church. BE 

The SocrtrTy have likewiſe had the Pleaſute to learn by 
a Letter from Mr Kiernander, dated the 22d of February, 
1775, and by another from the Reverend Mr Diemer, 
their new Miſſionary, dated the 22d of March, that the 
latter arrived ſafe at Calcutta, on the 19th of February, to 
the great Joy of both Parties.

The Reverend Mr Sartz, in a Letter dated the 2 1ſt of 
5 tally, January, 1775, after mentioning in general Terms that 
FH | they had experienced many Proofs of a kind Providence 
1 watching over the Work of the Miſſion, proceeds to ac- 
i quaint the Soci Er that the Nine Natives, his Aſſiſtants, 


are well, and do their Duty with Diligence. Two of them 
are ſtationed at Hallam, a Fort near Tayorr, where they 
inQruct the ſmall Congregation which has been collected 
there, One, named Santapper, had been lately taken in, 
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and employed in the Malabar School, for which Buſineſs 
he is admirably well qualified : And accordingly the 
School was in a thriving Condition, the Number of Chil- 
drefi amounting to Twenty-two. The Engliſh School con- 
tinued as before; and the Malabar Congregation had re- 
ceived an Acceſſion of Five Hundred new Members. Se- 
veral of theſe ſeemed to have been rather moved by the 
Calamity of the Famine, than by a Deſire of knowing the- 

ay to eternal Salvation, However, as they inſiſted on 
being inſtructed, Mr Swar/z thought it his Duty to beſtow 
on them all Diligence (though the Labour ſometimes en- 
creaſed to a great Degree) hoping that ſome at leaſt might 
make a good uſe of his Inſtructions ; nor had he been diſ- 
append in his: Expectation. 

n the Courſe of the preceding Year he had taken two 
Journies to Madras: The firſt he undertook at the Deſire 
of his Brethren, with an Intent of getting a "__ of Ground 
at Tanjour to build a ſmall Place for Divine Worſhip, but 
the Nabob refuſed the Favour, at leaſt. for that Time. 
His ſecond Journey was occaſioned. by the Deceaſe of Co- 
lonel //o0d, who had defired him, in his laſt Will, to be 
one of his Executors; a Requeſt which Mr Swartz could 
not well refuſe, as the Colonel had been a great Benefactor 
to the Miſſion: He went therefore the ſecond Time to 
Madras, where he ſettled his deceaſed Friend's Affairs as 
far as he could, preached ſeveral Times at #epery, and 
renewed his Application to the Nabob, but met with a ſe- 
cond Refuſal, accompanied with a great many Oriental 
Compliments. On his Journies he converſed with the 
Gentiles freely, ſetting before them the Vanity and Sinful- 
neſs of their idolatrous Practices, together with the Excel- 
lency of the Chriſtian Doctrine. The Generality of the 
Natives ſeem to- be more and more convinced of the divine 
Original of our Religion, nor is the ill Treatment which 
the new Converts meet with fo ſevere as formerly. Many 
of the beſt Families would not long heſitate to become 
Chriſtians, could they but be ſhown how to maintain _ 

_ felves : 
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ſclves: But here the Difficulties are very great, and even 
greater now than when Tanjour and the Marawer Country 
had their different Princes and Governments ; many Thou- 
ſand (one might ſay Hundred Thouſand) Inhabitants having 
quitted the Country for want of Bread and Employ. Mr 
Swartz however and his Aſſiſtants go on, caſting all theit 
Burden upon Him who careth for them, and who can 
point out a thouſand Means to alleviate theſe Diſtreſſes, 
and open the Way for the Reception of his Word.

Muller and Leideman, 
and the impaired Health of ſome of the old Miſſionaries, 
occaſioned by the Increaſe of their Labours, had obliged 
him to devote to the Service of that Miſſion two Perſons 
whom he had found heartily diſpoſed to engage in the 
Work, and to poſtpone ſending a Colleague to Mr Swartz, 
for which Poſt indeed he judged neither of them to be in 
all reſpects adapted. He had caſt his Eyes however on

In his ſubſequent Favour, dated the 4th of June, 1776, 
Mr Profeſſor Freylmgbauſen informs the Society that, 
having well weighed the Characters and Qualifications of 
the two Perſons whom he had mentioned in his fornger 
Letter, he had thought it moſt adviſable to devote to the 
Service of the Soen rv, and of the Miſſion at Tiru!ſbina- 
pally, a Mr John James Schoellkopf, of the Dutchy of 
Wurtenberg, born of reputable Parents, in the Year 1748, 
who having gone through the uſual Courſe of a School- 
Education, and ſpent Five Years at the Univerſity of Tu- 
bingen, had afterwards devoted himſelf to the Miniſtry, and 
intended to repair to Halle without delay, in order to re- 
ceive ſuch further Preparation for that particular Work in 
which he was going to engage as the Shortneſs of Time 
would allow of, The Profeſſor then deſires to know when 
the SociETY would chooſe Mr Schoellkopf ſhould ſet out 
on his Journey for England, (the Expences of which he in- 
tended defraying out of the German Benefactions in his

HE Reverend Mr Triebner, after having waited a 
conſiderable Time for an Opportunity of ſending over 

an Account of the Circumſtances of his Miſſion, in a Let- 
ter, dated the 7th of May, 1776, acquaints the Sociꝝx r 
that he had proceeded in diſcharging the Duties of his 
Station, as far as the preſent unhappy Diſturbances in thoſe 
Parts would allow, preaching in general three or four Times 
every Week, and catechizing the Children two Hours every 
Day, and he has ſufficient Reaſon to believe that his La- 
bours are not in vain, There are ſtill many well-diſpoſed - 
9 M2 | Perſons 
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Perſons in his Congregation, who ſhow a real Love for the 
Word of Gop, and are conſtant in their Attendance on 
Public Worſhip, preferring that ineſtimable Benefit to all 
other Pleaſures, worldly Advantages and Conveniences: 
With theſe Mr Triehner lives, to their mutual Comfort, in 
a cloſer Communion of Chriſtian Duties, than it is poſſible 
to do with the reſt. 

In the Spring of the Year 1775 he went to a Place near 
Auguſta, and a Hundred Miles from Ebenezer, whither he 
þ n repeatedly invited. Here he preached Twelve 
Times within a Fortnight, chriſtened Thirteen Children, 
and adminiſtered the Sacrament to Fourteen Communi- 
cants. They all expreſſed their Satisfaction, and earneſtly 
deſired to have oftener ſuch a happy Opportunity. 

In his own Congregation he had had about Nine Hun- 
dred Communicants, had baptized Thirty Perſons, and mar- 
ried Eight Couples. A violent epidemical Pleuriſy, dry 
Cough and burning Fever had encreaſed the Number of 
Dead to upwards of Fifty, amongſt whom Mr Triebner par- 
ticularly laments two of his own Relations; Mrs Lemke, 
Widow of the late Miſſionary, and his Mother-in-law, to- 

her with Mr Timothy Lemk#, her Son, a Youth of Trove 

our Years of Ape. th of them died in a godly Diſpo 
tion and edifying Manner in thę Month of February, when 
Mr Triebner himſelf was — bes dying, but after an 
Illneſs of Three Weeks was happily reſtored, and has ſince 
recovered his former Health,

Society's Miss ION to the 
I lands of Scilly, 1775. 


HE Reverend Mr Coxon, the Socizry's Miſſionary,, 

in a Letter dated the gth of September, 1775, ac- 
quainted the SocteTY that, after a tedious Paſſage, he 
landed at St Mary's on the 31ſt of Fuly, and was kindly. 
received by the Reverend Mr Lewis, and hoſpitably en- 
tertained by him, till a Lodging could. be provided at. 
Treſco, to which he repaired as 100n as poſſible, purpoſing, 
through the Grace of Gop, to diſcharge his Truſt to the; 
utmolt of his Power. He therefore determined to preach 
twice in the Week, and three Times on Sundays, changing, 
the Iſlands as Occaſion offered; and had the Satisfaction to 
find that his Labours were not in vain, having at all Times 
large Congregations, who, though ignorant in general, were 
yet very attentive and deſirous of Inſtruction. the Midfſt. 
however of this pleaſing Proſpect of doing much Good, and 
2 himſelf to the Socizgrv, he — a very great 
teration in his Health, and Lowneſs in his Spirits, which 
continued to grow worſe and worſe, ſo that the laſt Time 
he preached he thought he ſhould have been obliged to be 
carried out of the Pulpit. In this Situation, deprived of 
the natural Means of Recovery, and not able to procure 
Proviſions and other Things neceſſary for his weak State 


ww 
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of Body, he humbly requeſted Permiſſion to return to 
London for ſuch Advice and Accommodation as his Situa- 
tion required. The SocizTyY were much concerned at 
learning the infirm State of their Miſſionary's Health, and 
apprehending that it might be in a great meaſure owing to 
his extraordinary Labours and Fatigues, wrote him Word to 
ſpare himſelf, at leaſt for a Time, and to be content with 
performing Divine Service on Sundays only : If however he 
found even this too much for him, they gave him Leave 
to repair to Cornwall, where they hoped he would recover 
his Health and Spirits, without putting himfelf to the heavy 
Expence' of coming up to London. Accordingly he con- 
tinued to exerciſe his Miniftry at Tre/co, as he writes in a 
Letter dated the 29th of O#ober, though at Times ſcarce 
able to walk acroſs his Room, and frequently throwing up, 
with Blood, the fmall Novuriſhment he ſtrove to take. He 
choſe Opportunities of performing Divine Service as he 
found would beft fait the People to aſſemble together, and, 
though frequently ready to faint in the Performance of it, 
the Number of Perfons fo chearfully and conſtantly attend- 
ing, encouraged him to exert himſelf beyond his Strength : 
To ſave himſelf however all he cauld he got the Lay- 
Reader to read the Prayers, and he only preached. But 
finding that Morning and Afternoon Service on Sundays 
would not do alone, but that the People misſpent the Even- 
ing in getting drunk, he ſaw it neceſſary to appoint that 
Time for ſinging Pſalms and expounding a Portion of the 
Scriptures; which was attended with the deſired Effect, 
the People coming from the furtheſt Parts of the Iſland, 
ſome of whom had been detained from Church in the Morn- 
ing and Afternoon, and many Families employing the Re- 
mainder of the Evening in Prayer, reading the Scriptures, 
ſinging Pſalms, and inſtructing their Children. 
His IIlneſs however ſtill continuing, and there being no 
A ſſiſtance to be got upon the Iſlands, he found it abſolutely 
neceſſary to avail himfelf of the Permiſſion the SocreTy 
1 | had 
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had given him of retiring to Cornwell, Previous however 
to his leaving Treſco, he propoſed to the moſt ſerious among 
the. People to renew their Covenant with God by receiving 
the Sacrament of the Lonxd's Supper, and having given 
Notice accordingly on Sunday the 22d of Ofober, and 
preached, as his Strength would permit, ſome preparatory 
Diſcourſes, he adminiſtered it on the 29th to Thirty-four 
Communicants, a greater Number than had ever been 
known to receive it in thoſe Iſlands. With regard to the 


Schools, Mr Coxon writes that he had viſited them, and - 
heard the Children read and ſay their Catechiſm, which - 


ſome did very well, 


This Account which Mr Coon gives of the Succeſs of 
his Miniſtry is further confirmed by a Letter which the 


SociETy have received from Mr Badcock, Steward to Lord 
Godolphin, wherein he writes that Mr Coxin's Departure 
was a great Loſs to the Inhabitants, in many of whom, 
during his ſhort Reſidence among them, he had wrought 


no inconſiderable Reformation. The Iflanders too have 
ſent up a Paper ſubſcribed by a great Number of Perſons, - 


wherein they acknowledge themſelves deeply indebted to 
the Society for favouring them with an Aſſiſtant-Miniſter, 
and praying that, in caſe Mr Coxon's ill State of Health 
ſhould prevent his Return, they would be pleaſed to ſup- 
ply them with another Miſſionary: - 9 f 


From Treſco then Mr Coxon removed to Penzance, where, 
not finding it likely that he ſhould be ſoon capable of re- 
ſuming his Miniſtry, he earneſtly requeſted Leave to come 


up to London, with which the SocteTY indulged him, in 
conſideration of the Hardſhips he had undergone, and the 


infirm State he was in, which ſeemed to require further 
medical Advice: And his Health being ſince tolerably - 
eſtabliſhed, in the Month of June he returned to the Duties 


of his Miſſion. 
During Mr Coxon's Stay at ' Penzance the Society re- 


ceived ſeveral Letters from him, in which, at the Inſtigation - 


of Mr Lewis, Mr Badcack and others, he took Occaſion to 
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ſet forth the Inconveniences he had been ſubject to while he 
reſided at Treſco, where, as the Winter drew on, Fiſh, 
Fowl and Potatoes, which are in ſufficient Plenty for about 
Seven Months, were with Difficulty to be obtained; nor 
could they eaſily get Supplies of Proviſions from Pen- 
Zance: And as to what the Iſland afforded, it was in gene- 
ral ſo poor, and ſo ill - flavoured, that the Taſte, and even 
the bare Sight of it, was too much for a ſickly Stomach. 
Another Complaint which he made was the Want of a 
convenient Lodging, dry and warm, and where he might be 
free from Interruption : Whereas the beſt that he had been 
able to procure had neither of the abovementioned Qualifi- 
cations, There being no more Houſes than Families, and 
thoſe in general very numerous, the beſt Accommodation 
he could meet with was only Part of a Room, where he 
was continually liable to be broken in upon, and that fo 
cold and damp that his Cloaths were covered with thick 
mouldy Spots. The Soct1tTy therefore willing to remedy 
theſe Inconveniences' as far as lies in their Power, have 


thoughts of building a ſmall Houſe for the Reception of 


their Miſſionary, and having communicated their Plan to 
Lord Godelphin, and requeſted a Piece of Ground for the 
Purpoſe, his Lordſhip has very kindly promiſed to oblige 
them with it: And they are now waiting for an Eſtimate 
of the Expence, and the Benefactions of the well-diſpoſed, 
in order to carry their Deſign into Execution.
